N performance of the promife made you, in 
the letter printed in your t¢gth Fournal, con- 
cerning the etymology of the appellation of 
feeeeg) Gruss, I now fend you a fecond epiftle, con-

honourable fuciety of Free Masons. To which obfer- 
vations it will be proper to premife, that they are merely 
conjeQural ; I not having had the honour to be accepted ; 
tho’ I have oftentimes been tempted to defire it, — 
excellent converfation of feveral moft learned and ingent- 
ous members of that fraternity, as well authors, as me- 
chanies, porters, drawers, and alehoufe-keepers. — . 

In the firft place, I duppofe, that the fraternity might 
as well be called the fociety of carpenters, joiners, chim- 
ney-fweepers, or rat-catchers, as Mafons. For altho’ they, 
in their difcourfe, out of coors, do affume to themfelves 
the rea! art, as well as the name of mafonry ; and do join 
with themfelves all the ancient architeéts, mafons, geome- 
tricians, &c. even from Anam ; and do amufe the world 
with their f{quares, angles, perpendiculars, rectangles, tri- 
angles, tetragonals, &c. yet may we reafonably attribute 
this gallimawiry to the reftorer of the fociety ; whole 
charaéter feems exactly drawn in the motto.to this paper ; 
and of whom we may fay, that : 


—— He could coin or counterfeit « 
New word:, with little or no wit ; 
Words (0 debas’d and hard, no ftone 
Was bard enough to touch them on. 
Hupisras, Part I. Cant, 1. 


And his reafon for propagating this jargon might be that 
the great arcana fhould be thought congruous to the 
title of the Club, as in his days it ftood corrupted —— 
Wonder not, Mr. Bavius, that I fay this is a corrupted 
name; for {o it will appear to be, I doubt not, by my 
argumeats which follow, to prove a certain paradoxical 
truth, viz. That the Mafons are no Mafons. 

A learned and worthy brother hath declared, in a late 
proiogxe publified in your paper Num. 154. that their 
mafonry is not in writing any where, but in the heart ; 
when addrefling himtelf to this myfterious {cience he fays, 


The we of accents from thy aid is thrown, 

Thou form’ fi a filent languege of thy owns 

Difdain'ft, that records [boulu contain thy art, 

And only liv’ft within the faithful heart. 
This doétrine we .alfo find regifter'd in the CoxstituTION 
book, in which it is afferted, that altho’ this fociety is pof- 
fefl-d of many arte, curious ones, no doubt, yet do they 
dwell fecurely in the breafts of the brethren. But mafonry 
hath been ofien publicly handled, explained, and com- 
mented upon by ancients and moderns. AGaTarcnus the 
Athenian, Aucuimepes, Virruvius, and other ancients, 
as well as the architects and mathematicians of the later 
aves, have calivered their knowledge in this fcience free- 
ly, generally, and publicly. If fo, how can this be the 
at, thet is thus fecret in the breafts of the members of 
the modern lodges ? : 

In the next place, I verily believe, and fo do a great 
Miny more, that there are in the mafons fociety feveral, 
nay, avery great number of brethren, who are not quite 
Enclidical enough to comprehend an intricate mathematical 
demonfratien, or even & geometrical definition. Neither 
ae they ot. firucted by their trades, fuch as are before hint- 
ed at; mor can it arpear by their peformances, that they 
ae taught in the lodges, to hus, fquare, wrouldftone, lay a 


level, or raie scrpendicular, tow then can they be 
rightly faved &. mafons ? In what art of this {crence 
an they be skilled ? Is a drawer a maton, becaufe he keeps 
his reckoni: o jonare ? Ora tinker, becaule he rings his 
kettle by rule? If a lawyer can compas his caufe, or a 
book ‘eller erect wcntrmental volumes; it a porter ftand

Wrelamorars anc coments, tonew flame, and, 45 t were, 
tebnj'd our apimate edifices : vet cannot i p.reeive the 
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Laftly, if the art' of mafonry be reallysand truly velted 
in this fociety; how comes it to pafs, that the érethren 
“build no better than fome of the monied gentry among the 
Gruss; who, I own, feldom build any thing but caflles in 
the air? Why are the houfes of the former, tho’ more 
magnificent indeed, yet not at all more convenient, than 
thofe of the latter? They may continue to talk of their 
perpendiculars and horizontals: yet I tancy, by this time, 
neither you, not any other unaccepted Grus will believe, 
that they have any thing to do with real mafonry, or that 
their cabaliftical doctrines bear any affinity to the terms 
which are fo abundantly ufed by them, 

Having thus fhewn what they are not, let us now confider 
what they are, and from whence the word mafon, as ap- 
plyed to this club, may be corrupted. The fociety Lallow 
to be a very ancient one; and, | believe, they will not thank 
me for acknowledging, that fuch a ftrange fociety may have 
been even as old as Cuaucer; in whole days the word mafe 
was ufed to fignify a whim, or fancy: the truth of which 
I call that laborious antiquary Mr.'Tuomas Herne, and that 
as laborious philologos N. Baitey to witnefs. What then 
could be more natural, than to diftinguifh a fociety by the 
name of a whim, or, in Cnaucer’s language, a ma/e, 
which hath fo many peculiar whimfical oddities? Doubt 
not then, candid Bavy, that the word ma/on is a corrupt- 
ion of this reg Which will appear ftill more probable, 
if thou wilt take a ride or walk into Devonfhire ; where, 
to this day, they call any perfon whom they imagine to be 
mad, a mafe, or maze man or woman. There are fome 
wicked perfons, who, I know, would derive this name 
from the popifh mafs, which, I own, is of a very intri- 
caie mature: yet muft I rejeét fuch a malevolent fuppo- 
fition, if it was only becaufe fo many zealous proteftants, 
nay even Jews, the conftant enemies to tranfubftantiation, 
are accepted brethren. 

You may perhaps expect, Sir, that I fhould now fro- 
ceed to offer fome conjecture as to the epithet Free: but 
I fhall defer my thoughts upon that, and fome other re- 
maining particulars, a little longer. Yet I muf? not con- 
clude, without defiring the accepted fraternity to excufe 
any thing which they may fuppofe defigned to refle&t up- 
on their auguitity; and to believe, that this letter was chief- 
ly occafioned by a zeal for the honour of eur own college, 
which every member ought to promote to the utmoft of 
his power,
